Their number was 
one hundred and ten Sail, and ten Fire-ſ{hips. The firſt good Omen that ſhewed it ſelf on our ſide, 
was the firing of a great Ship of theirs as we followed the next day, being Friday the 2. inſtant inthe 
evening, then believed to be one of their Flag-(hips, which we ſince know was a oreat Fire-ſhip fo 
_ diſguiſed to do more miſchief. | 
Tune 2.V Vefollowed them till night,endeavouring by ſeveral tacks to get the wind quarter,which 
his Royal Highneſs happily eftected, being not full ewo Leagues further into the Seathen we were 
the eveaing before. | 
Saturnday morning at Sun. riſing,finding they could not get from us, they bore up to Vice-Ad- 
miral Aims and gave him a broad-ſide, who received them accordingly ; and fo their whole Fleet 
paſſed by ours, firing atevery Ship as they went, and receiving returns from them, not one of either 
ſide being out 6f play at the firſt encounter. Immediatly upon which, his Royal Highneſs made 
his ſign for the tacking, that we might ſtill keep the wind of them , which was as happily executed ; 
notwithſtanding that , the enemy alſo ſtrove for it. In the ſecond paſſe, the Swiftſure bore the firſt 
brunt, which was performed on both fides asthe former. In the third, wherein we alſo kept the 
wind, Prince Rapert and Captain Adims led the way : but the enemy endeayouring to get the head 
of our Fleet, were engaged inaline; and as we bore towardsthem, they ſtill bore off, yet ſteering 
the ſame courſe; So thatit was not then a fight of board and board, but offending one another with 
great ſhot, we being at too great adiſtance to make uſe of our ſmall ſhot. V Vhich way of fight- 
ing ſeeming tedious to us,about one of the clock we preſſed ſo near to the middle of them, that we di- 
videdtheir Fleet. About three of the clock Opdam's Ship was blown up, as we ſuppoſe by a lucky 
| ſhot, which amazed cheir whole Fleet, as it encouraged ours ; ſowe fell in pellmell with them : after 
which it will be hard, till ſtories are well compared, to give a particular account of what happened 
upon the whole matter. GOD hath been pleaſed to give His Majeſty a glotious and ſignal Vidto- 
ry,our enemy being driven into the Texel, as far as the draughtot water , and the condition of our 
Ships could permit, that day being allo very farſpent. The ſam of all is, the enemies whole Fleet 
is defeated, the great part of them gane into the 7 exel, others into the Maes, about thirty ſunk and 
taken; Opdam with his Ship blown up, Cortenaer, Schram and Stellingwerf killed , and allthe feren 
Admirals, but Fohn Evertſon ; with many more of their principal Officers, and according to the ge- 
neral computation,near eight thouſand Seamen and Souldiers. On ourſide, only one ſingle Ship 
(che Charity) loſt, Sir Fobn Lawſon alight hurt on the Knee, my Lord of Malborough, my Lord of 
Portland, Rere-Admural Sanſon, Captain Atleton of the Guinny, Captain Kirkby of the Breda, my 
Lord of Falmonth,my Lord Mutkery and Mr. Boyl killed, theſe three by an unhappy ſhot aboard 
his Royal Highneſs,and cloſe to his own Perſon. GOD in heaven be praiſed,for having preſerv'd 
him fo to be the great inſtrument of ſo ſignal a ſucceſs, to the honour of His Majeſty, and good of 
His people. 
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
